I| th^ eiM of ooamonwealth of 
Kentucky agaliist Curtla Jett and Tom 
White, on trial here for the kllUaf of 
JameR B. Marcum, the dajr was prin- 
cipally taken up In the impeaching ot 
the morality and truthfulness of Capt. 
B. J. Ewen, one of the mala witnesses 
for the prosecotion. Some SS wit- 
nesses from his own county and other 
witnesses from Powell county, where 
he resided until he moved to Jackson, 
some ten years ago, testlfled that his 
morality was bad aa well as his repu- 
tation tor truthfulness. At the same 
time some of them testified that he 
was a church goer, a constant attend- 
ant on Sunday-srhool, that he never 
drank whisky or gambled at all. 

Many of them were confused on 
cross-examination, especially those 
from Breathitt county, by the fact ot 
their being strongly allied to the Har- 
gls faction in Breathitt county, and at- 
tempting to prove what was said to 
them about Ewen's character by men 
who had a criminal record. The best 
impeaching OTldence was offered by a 
nnnber of cltizezns of Powell county, 
including among their number the 
county judge, the sheriff and others 
who had the appearance of being well 
to do men who teitlfled to Ewen's bad 
reputation as to morality and truthful- 
ness among his neighbors, although 
each of these witnesses as far aa their 
personal opinion was concerned testi- 
fied without exception that he paid his 
debts promptly, never drank, never 
gambled and attended church regu- 
larly while residing among them. 

Bd Odear, of Lexington, the offlcial 
stenographer in the first trial at Jack- 
son, testlfled In contradiction to Capt. 
Etwen as to Tom White brushing by 
Bwen when coming out of the court- 
house door at Jackson. Joe Bruner, 
who teetlfled for the defense in the 
ease, was called by the prosecution In 
rebuttal and said that Ewen did tell 
him that he knew who killed Marcum. 
This testimony was in corroboration 
of Ewen. A T. Pettit also corrobo- 
rated this statement of Bruner's. 

"Tickle" Jim Bacb. who testified 
sereral days ago for the defense, was 
contradicted by the witnesses Russell, 
for the prosecution, and also by Cy 
Holland. Tickle swore he had seen 
the killing several days ago. and these 
witnesses say that Tickle told them 
that he did not see the killing and that 
be was glad he did not see it ' 

The commonwealth Is making prep- 
arations to swear out a warrant for 
the arrest of Tickle Rach and John 
U Noble, called "Rat Ankle." They 
Will be charged with false swearing, 
and evidence was adduced to the Jury 
Tliursday evening to show that they 
did not swear falsely in this case. The 
testlnrony of Russel Is corroborated 
by Abe Short, a merchant at Jackson, 
wto says that Tickle Jim Bach told 
14m he was glad that he did not see 
tke killing. "Tickle" Jim was called 
'to the stand and admitted that he ask- 
edRussell who had killed Mareum.near 
the bridge, and this admission wss 
made in the presence of Oy HeUaai. 



DEMAND A NIW VINIRI. 



Pewara' Attorneye Claim Only Demo- 
orate Were Summoned. 

Georgetown, Ky.. Aug. 7.— When 
court convened Thursday the attorneys 
for Caleb Powers stated to the trial 
Judge that they desired to be heard 
on a motion to dismisd the entire ven- 
ire of Bourbon county eitlsens called 
for Jury service, charging the depoty 
Aerilfs had not performed their duty 
impartially. Judge Robblas heard the 
matter away from the partially accept- 
ed jurors. 

The affidavits In support of the mo- 
tion are by Caleb Powers aad Tbomaa 
O. Wballey, a Bourbon county repnb- 
llcan. Both affidavits charge that of 
90 renlramen summoned all but two 
are democrats. They charge that Wil- 
liam Rogers and Zach D. Luaby, the 
deputy BberifTs who summoned the 
venire, went to Paris aad there oon> 
suited Jta Burk and JM Williams, a 
deputy sheriff and constable respec- 
tively, of Bourbon county, and, togeth- 
er with them, summoned the Tenlre- 
men. purposfly paasing by republlcaas 
to get delaoeiratg. 

The court, lii ovemillnff the motion 
for a new venire, said: "Tke eherlff 
is as much an officer of the court as 
the 'Judge, and it is presumed will do 
his duty under his oath. To let the 
affidavit of a defendant set bis work 
at naught would be expressing no con- 
fidence in his work as an ottcer. Who 
this other affiant Is I do not know, but 
to have sworn aa he did he must have 
accompanied the sheriff through the 
county. If you sl^uld dismiss a man, 
reputable and qualified for Jury service 
beeanse of his politics, we could never 
get a Jury to try this or any other ease 
in the commonwealth. I will overrule 
the motion." 

The attorneys for Powers challenged 
Jurors J. C. Howard, Thos. Padgett. J. 
F. Hazelwood. J. W. Doty, O. W. Fal- 
coner, L. W. Hagan and W. B. Wil- 
liams. This left five Jurors finally ac-' 
cepted by both sides. 

J. S. Munson. I,. .1 
Hanley and Tom Redmond were ac- 
cepted, and court took a recess, the 
first 100 veniremen having beea ex- 
hausted.

The Fallen Men Were Trampled Under 

the Horses' Hoofs— Six Hundred 
Strikera Injured and About 
a Deaen Killed. 

London, Aug. 7.— The Dally Maira 
Nikolalff correspondent, under date of 
August 2, fully confirms the Times cor- 
respondent's accounts of strikes ia 
South Russia. The correspondent saya 
that a qnarter of a milUoa mea are 
affected aad that almnltaneously 
strikes occurred over a vast Industrial 
area. He says that the amount of 
studied organization and well conceal- 
ed preparations was unprecedented In 
the troubled annals ot Russian labor. 

Prices of the necessaries ot lite are 
rising by leaps aad bounds. Groups 
of men who assembled last Saturday 
with the intention of holding a meet- 
ing were driven into a solid mass by 
500 Cossacks, backed by two lines of 
Infantry with fixed bayonets. About 
2,000 strikers being thus enclosed by a 
double cordon. 

The Cossacks rode through them, 
striliing right and left with hoavy 
whips, the fallen men being trampled 
under the horses' feet. 

When the living mass had bemi 
thoroughly kneaded to the governor's 
will, continues the correspondent, nu- 
merous men were arrested as suspect- 
ed agitators. The infantry then 
marched off and the strikers scattered 
in a dozen directions with Cossacks at 
their heels. It Is reported that 000 
strikers were more or less seriously 
Injured and that from six to a dozen 
succumbed. The whole affair is a 
typical piece of administrative sav- 
agery. The extraordinary feature of 
the movement at Odessa is that the 
police and gendarmes beloaging to one 
depot threatened to throw off their 
uniforms and risk all the terrors of 
Insubordlnatinn unlet^s the miserable 
pittance of 11 to It penfe. whiih thev 
are allowed daily, was increased and 
the hours of labor reduced. Siberia 
Is losing its terrors even for Russian 
policemen. 

The epidemic of Inrendlarism Is 
spreading through Russia. Srareely 
a day passes without news of confla- 
grations. At Baku alone, the destruc- 
tion has been colossal. Tens of mil- 
lions of gallons of naptha have beea 
burned. In 24 of the largest toWns the 
damage from fire during the past 
month la estimated at $30,000,000 to 
$35,000,000. The object of most of the 
fires ia to get insurance money. Many 
of the incendiaries are Jews and the 
insurance companies in some cases 
have raised premiums SO per rent. 
Public opinion in <'>:lessa is entirely 
on the side of the striking sailors .and 
strikers. A wealtly cumiiany which 
has been employing men for years haa 
only paid ssllors at the rate of 28 shil- 
lings a month.

St. Johns, N. F., Aug. 7.~The steam- 
er Virginia 1.4ike sailed for Labrador 
Thursday night with an expedition 
aboard headed by Col. Wullard Ola- 
zler. of Albany, N. Y.. whieh Intends 
to explore the interif r of the i>enln- 
sula. It will proceed inland, if po.-si- 
ble, as far as Grand Falls, Hamilton 
Inlet, which are said to surpass the 
falls of Niagara. The expedition ex- 
pects to spend two months In Labra- 
dor.
